It will be good news to all news- 


papers, outside of the "monopoly," 
on this Coast, to learn that on the 
22d of December last the New York 
Association annulled their contract 
with the California Associated Press, 
and gave the Bulletin, Call and 
Record-Union 
notice that within 


ninety days their connection with 
the New York Associated Press would 
expire. 
In a very short time there 


•will be in San Francisco a New York 
Associated Press office, and every 
newspaper in the interior or on this 
Coast may secure the telegraphic 
news. 
This statement was made by 


Mr. Chaa. De Young, of the Chroni- 
cle, to the convention of interior 
newspaper men who gathered togeth- 
er in San Francisco a few days ago. 
Mr. De Young said: 


Ho had recently, in the East, la- 


> bored hard and long to break up the 
-monopoly of the Eastern news on 
this coast. It hid taken him five 
months to accomplish this work, and 
he was please, I to s»y that he had nt 
length succeeded in making it possi- 
ble, in a nhort time, for all the news- 
papers in this section of the country 
to obtain the New York Associated 
Press' news. 
All tha cunning and 


knavery of an opposition press bus 
been brought to bear against him, 
bnt the New York Associated Press 
•was brought to a realization of the 
oondnot of the monopoly hort>. 
The 
present monopoly— the Call, Bulletin 
and Record Union — have not acqui- 
esced in this arrangement, and talk 
of fighting it. These papers will find 
that the New York Association will 
not bo bluffed. It is said that a 
proposition baa been made to you by 
the proprietors of the Bulletin and 
Call to have you join with them in 
the formation of an association. I 
can speak to yon on behalf of the 
Chronicle and guarantee you our 
weight and influence in the forma- 
tion of an association that cannot be 
otherwise than beneficial to you. 
The Chronicle's interests is this mat- 
ter are mutual and identical with 
those of the entire interior press. So 
far as this matter of telegraphic news 
from the New York Associated Prois 
js concerned tho Chronicle will have 
it if it i» alone compelled to bear the 
'burden of expense. It is not neces- 
sary that the newspapers of the in- 
terior should take lengthy reports.

Bill to Tax Railroad (.and*. 


WASHINGTON, February 15.

unanimously in favor of the object 
of the bill, but there being some 
difference of opinion as to the best 
method of accomplishing it, the bill 
was referred with one by Harvy on 
thu same snbjeot to a sub-committee 
to report on details. 


FTtcape at Uooltvray. 


A dispatch from New York, of date 


the 14th, gives the following intelli- 
gence: 


Frederick A. Dockeray, whose case 


was the cause of Minister Cunning's 
demand upon the Spanish Govern- 
ment for the fornrer gentleman's re- 
lease, and the observance of 
the 
treaty of 1795, arrived in this city to- 
day on the Adriatic from Liverpool, 
having escaped from Spain. It will 
be remembered that ho wascondemn- 
ed to death a year and a half ago in 
~~uba for communicating with the in- 
surgents. 
The Court-martial was 


held in Puerto Principle, and its de- 
cision, through the intervention of 
Secretary Fish, was changed to a sen- 
tence for life in the Spanish galleys 
iu Africa. 
Mr. Dookeray was, under 


this sentence, taken on the small 
Spanish mail steamer Antonia Lopez 
to San Under, Spain, a small port in 
the Bay of Biscay. Mr. Dockeray has 
filed a claim against the Spanish gojf- 
ernmeutfor $100,000. He tells the 
following story of his escape: He 
says Nov. 19th he was informed the 
Spanish authorities had remanded 
him to the ol-' prison in the convent, 
reporting to the local authorities, he 
was told they had no information on 
thu subject. Freed from his parole, 
and not yet imprisoned, he thought 
now or never was his opportunity to 
escape, and by daybreak next morn- 
ing he was on an American brig in 
the harbor. That night he was car- 
ried to a French steamer bound for 
Marseilles, but was informed that no 
passengers would be taken. On the 
Following night, which was dark and 
rainy, he tried to board a British 
steamer. 
Rowing toward her, an 


open boat shot close to him, and one 
man said that must be the American 
who escaped. The next night he got 
on board the British steamer, but ar- 
rived at Drttia 50 miles south of Val- 
encia, the Captain becoming alarmed 
and insisted on lunding him. The 
captain of a felucia came on board 
tnd persuaded by ten dollars and a 
Liottlo of brandy, consented to take 
Dockeray on board. 
The felucia 


sailed for Gibraltar and encountered 
a severe gale which blew for eight 
days, and was blown over to the Afri- 
can count. The, f.'luciii put in at Tan- 


rs in sight of the galleys of Centa, 


tne nearest approa'sh he was destined 
bo make to his prison house. Thence 
be went to Gibraltar, where he put 
tiimxolf under protection of the Brit- 
ish flag. From Gibraltar he went to 
London, and thence to New York.
